Standoff ends when man shoots self 



Police took a defensive position after a shot was heard 
inside the home. James M. Collinsworth was later found 
dead inside the home of a gunshot wound.

A Williamstown man died from a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound last 
week after police heard the shot as 
they approached the home on Main 
Street. 

James M. Collinsworth, 60, was 
pronounced dead at the scene by 
Deputy Coroner Lamar Fowler. 

The incident began around 4:51 
p.m.on June 25 when police received 
a 911 call about a suicidal subject at 
617 N. Main in Williamstown. 

According to Williamstown 
Police Chief A1 Rich, two 
Williamstown officers and a trooper 
from Kentucky State Police arrived 
at the home about the same time. 

“The trooper approached the 
house and knocked on the door but 
there was no answer,” 

Rich said. 

Police then tried to call the home 
and used their vehicle’s public 
address system to try and get a 
response from inside. 

“We noticed a hand-written note 
taped to the window that we didn’t 
see at first, so we approached again 
and heard a shot,” Rich said. 

Police then backed away from 
the home and waited until the KSP 
could bring in equipment to gain 
entry into the home. 


When police entered the home a 
couple of hours later, they found 
Collinsworth inside. 

Rich said Collinsworth had been 
escorted from the Williamstown 
Baptist Church about a month ago 
after he disrupted a Sunday morning 
worship service asking to speak to 
the congregation. 

“To my knowledge, he had never 
threatened anyone and I don’t 
believe we had been called to his 
home before,” Rich said. 

Collinsworth operated a car 
detailing business and could often 
be seen walking his three dogs 
around Williamstown. 

He was a former police officer in 
Florida. 

U.S. 25 was closed for two and 
one-half hours as police blocked off 
the area. Area residents were kept 
back from the area until 
Collinsworth’s body was removed 
from his home. 

“I know the road being closed 
was inconvenient for some, but 
when you don’t know what the situ¬ 
ation is, you are always concerned 
with public safety,” Rich said. 

Trooper Kyle Reams with the 
KSP is conducting the investigation. 
Assisting at the scene were Troopers 
Jeremy Moore, Ryan Roessler and 
Gary Cooper, Sgt. Aaron Beighle, 
Lieutenant Tom Lilley, the Grant

County Sheriff’s Department, 
Williamstown Fire Department and 
Rural Metro Ambulance. 

“It’s just a sad situation,” Rich 
said. 


Fire dues generate $180,000

A $25 fire dues added to 2012 tax 
bills generated more than $180,000 in 
revenue for five local fire departments 
in its first year. 

The ordinance was passed in May 
2012 by the Grant County Fiscal Court 
and was put on last year’s tax bills. 

Diy Ridge and Williamstown resi¬ 
dents were exempt from the fire dues 
and an opt-out clause allowed resi¬ 
dents to ask for a reimbursement after 
they paid the dues. 

Before the dues, the fiscal court 
budgeted $25,000 annually for each 
department. 

All but one of the departments — 
Jonesville — generated more from the 
fire dues than the amount previously 
provided by the county.

Money generated 

The Dry Ridge Fire Department 
received the most from the dues 
with more than $63,000. 

“The amount is helpful to the 
city because it helps to offset the 
amount that the city expends to pro¬ 


vide fire and EMS protection to the 
area outside the city limits,” said 
DRFD Chief Tom Jump. 

The Crittenden Fire Department 
received more than $47,000 from 
the fire dues, which Chief Lee 
Burton said is less than the $60,000 
that Grant County Judge-Executive 
Darrell Link projected for the 
department. 

“This amounts to a 20-percent 
decrease from projections, which 
for a small department operating on 
a restricted budget of $97,900, 
equates to a significant decrease in 
overall operations capital,” Burton 
said. 

“I feel more time will be neces¬ 
sary to allow data collection to have 
a more definitive picture of the 
effectiveness of the tax,” he said.

It will be located on cemetery 
property, but was too big to fit on 
the flat ground inside the cem¬ 
etery gates.

rial was a must stop 
on my sightseeing list 
because my brother 
was a paratrooper in 
Vietnam. 

One of my earliest 
memories is being a 
little girl holding my 
daddy’s hand standing 
in an airport watching 
my mom and sister cry 
as my brother, dressed 
in his green uniform, 
climbed up the steps 
to a plane that would 
take him far away 
from home. 

He was one of the 
lucky ones who got to come back 
home. He never spoke of Vietnam 
and we didn’t ask, not for a long 
time. A couple of years before he 
got sick with cancer, he began to tell 
us a little of what he experienced. I 
believe he was haunted by those 
memories until he died. Doctors 
told us that the cancer that quickly 
invaded his body in just a few short 
months was probably a result of his 
exposure to Agent Orange in Viet¬ 
nam. 

I’ve heard other Vietnam vet¬ 
erans speak of returning to the 
USA, after serving their country as 
soldiers, only to be spat upon and 
cursed for their service. 

The vivid images of protestors 
screaming things such as “Baby 
Killers” at the soldiers who were re¬ 
turning from duty is also one of my 
earliest memories of television. 

I do believe wholeheartedly in 
the right of freedom of speech. I be¬ 
lieve that you don’t have to agree or 
even like all of your government’s 
decisions, but I have trouble under¬ 
standing how people can’t appreci¬ 
ate and respect our servicemen and 
women who protect our freedoms. 


This is why I’m 
excited to see the 
Vietnam wall com¬ 
ing to our commu¬ 
nity. It will give an 
opportunity for peo¬ 
ple to see it and ex¬ 
perience it that may 
never get to travel to 
Washington, D.C. 

The traveling 
wall is being brought 
to Grant County by 
the Williamstown 
Merchants Asso¬ 
ciation, the City of 
Williamstown, the 
Grant County Tour¬ 
ism Commission and Kentucky Vet¬ 
erans Cemetery North. 

The total cost of the wall stop¬ 
ping in our community is $13,800 
and donations are being accepted 
to help offset this cost. If you’re in¬

Relying on feds isn’t a solution 


W hen I was first elected as 
a State Senator in 2003, I 
knew there would be chal¬ 
lenges, but I was excited about the 
opportunity to help improve the 
economy and well-being of our 
Commonwealth. It did not take me 
long to realize that my fellow elect¬ 
ed state and local policy makers had 
innovative ideas and commonsense 
solutions to everyday problems in 
our communities. All too often, 
however, they were paralyzed by 
the over-involvement of federal 
government bureaucrats. 

A good example is Kentucky’s 
Medicaid program, which provides 
health care services for low-income 
Kentuckians. For every dollar spent 
on services, the federal government 
pays 70 cents. While that sounds like 
a good deal, along with this “part¬ 
nership” comes thousands of bur¬ 
densome regulations. If Kentucky 
wants to make changes to Medicaid 
and better serve our citizens, state 
government must apply to the fed¬ 
eral government and ask for permis¬ 
sion or risk losing the funding. 

Relying on money from the fed¬ 
eral government, with it strings and 
regulations, is not a long-term solu¬ 
tion. Washington bureaucrats are out 


of ideas and nearly 
out of money. But 
that doesn’t mean 
Kentucky has to 
be, too! Kentucky 
has 120 counties, 
each serving as a 
policy laboratory. 

The federal gov¬ 
ernment needs to 
get out of their way 
to ensure a strong 
future. 

I’ve spent my 
time in Frankfort 
working for real 
reform, reform that 
doesn’t raise taxes 
but increases transparency and pro¬ 
tects our constitutional rights. An 
excellent example of this real re¬ 
form is legislation I helped pass 
during the 2013 Session to tighten 
control over special taxing districts. 
Appointed officials in these districts 
raise and spend billions of tax dol¬ 
lars and prior to these changes there 
was no centralized list of special 
districts and their financial activi¬ 
ties weren’t audited. By bringing 
more attention to the activities of 
these special districts taxpayers will 
be more involved in the decision¬ 


making process. 

Real reform is why 
I’m supporting the Fed¬ 
eralism In Action project 
to make the case that de¬ 
cision-making should be 
local because it simply 
works better. I’m joining 
lawmakers from across 
the country to ensure lo¬ 
cally-elected officials are 
making decisions; not an 
unelected bureaucrat in 
Frankfort or Washington, 
D.C. It’s been proven 
time-and-time again, that 
when local officials have 
flexibility and freedom, 
they can implement innovative poli¬ 
cies that improve lives.

This 
year has played out a little differently but the tomatoes 
don’t seem to mind; they look great, have generous fruit 
set and will be ripening soon enough. Most are heirloom 
varieties; they were fertilized once at planting with fish 
emulsion and immediately mulched with newspaper 
and pine straw. They really perked up and put on growth 
after a good rainfall and a little shot of fish emulsion. If 
adequate rainfall and reasonable temperatures persist we 
may be looking at a bumper crop of tomatoes! One 
other advantage I may have this year is a sampling of 
grafted heirloom tomatoes from Harris Seeds. I am a 
part of a trial to see if heirlooms grafted onto disease 
resistant root stock will outperform the non-grafted. The 
expectation is that the grafted variety will have higher 
yields so I will report on that later in the season. 

Many of the problems we face are weather related, 
which is the one thing we cannot control but we can 
control what our plants eat, so to speak. At planting time 
be sure to add composted organic matter and a little 
organic fertilizer; follow up with some sort of mulching 
material to moderate soil moisture and preventing soil 
from splashing on the foliage which can spread soil- 
borne diseases from last year on your little plant’s first 
day in the garden. 

This year drainage in the garden is crucial because of 
some significant rain events and pop-up storms. 
Tomatoes rather like being a bit on the diy side so sitting 
in water logged soil can cause a problem. Rapid 
fluctuations in soil moisture is the primaiy cause of the 
most common tomato condition known as blossom end 
rot (as well as being a contributor to blossom drop, leaf 
curl, and splitting fruit). When plants fluctuate between 
too wet and too dry a calcium deficiency develops in the 
plant, which then causes the blossom end of the fruit to 
rot. It’s quite disappointing when you grasp that first 
ripe tomato and discover its half rotten. You can avoid 
the onset of a calcium deficiency with good cultural 
practices; but if you do have a 
bout of it there are products 
that you can spray on your 
plants formulated to restore 
the calcium level. 

Tomato or tomatoe 

High heat can cause some 
problems for our tomatoes, as 
well. Daytime temperatures in 
the 90s typically cause plants 
to stop blooming. When 
temperatures drop back into 
the 80s they will rebound. Too 
much nitrogen can jeopardize 
bloom. Nitrogen encourages 
leafy growth at the expense of 
bloom. Use a fertilizer lower 
in nitrogen and higher in 
potassium and phosphoms during bloom time to 
encourage good blossom set. Fish emulsion is my 
choice as it delivers small amounts of macro and 
micronutrients. 

Lack of magnesium, which aids in chlorophyll 
production and respiration of plants, can also delay fruit 
set and the best way to ensure that this doesn’t happen 
is to add composted manure to your garden every year. 
Healthy soil and a slow release source of nutrients do a 
great deal in sustaining healthy plants throughout the 
season. 

Foliar diseases like early and late blight, septoria leaf 
spot and anthracnose are foliar disease to watch for; 
many bacterial and fungal diseases linger in the soil 
from year to year so rotating your crop (and mulching 
immediately) is a good defense. Keep the garden clean 
and weed-free; and remove leaves as they appear 
infected and don’t inadvertently spread it by handling 
healthy plants afterwards. 

In terms of insects the best advice is a daily 
inspection. Early detection of aphids can be realistically 
controlled by using insecticidal soap. Handpicking 
tomato homworms is easy (but leave the ones with the 
little white sacks covering the caterpillar, these are eggs 
of beneficial wasps that you want in the garden). 
Pyrethrin and pyrethroid based botanical-based 
insecticides work on many pests if they become more 
than a pick and squish maneuver. 

Pick tomatoes when they are uniform in color and 
still firm. Don’t store them in the refrigerator or place 
them in a sunny window, this does not ripen them 
further. It just makes them mealy. Instead store tomatoes 
in a basket in a cool comer of the kitchen. To expedite 
ripening you can put them in a brown bag along with an 
apple.

The Williamstown Fire De¬ 
partment generated more than 
$31,000 in revenue from the fire 
dues. 

“Any funding which is brought 
into our department is always a 
plus, but the amount we are re¬ 
ceiving currently is not sufficient 
to improve our protection rating 
or to purchase new apparatus or 
build additional fire houses in the 
rural areas which would improve 
the owners’ property insurance 
under the ISO rating system,” 
Chief Les Whalen said. “This 
point was brought up before the 
current plan was imposed and 
issues were still not addressed 
properly.” 

The additional $5,000 in fund¬ 
ing was used to help purchase 11 
sets of turnout gear for the WFD. 

The fire dues raised more 
than $30,000 in revenue for the 
Corinth Fire Department. 

The lowest amount for any de¬ 
partment was more than $5,800 
generated for the Jonesville Fire 
Department. 

When the ordinance was 
passed, Link pledged that any 
department that did not generate 
at least the $25,000 the court had 
previously given them, the coun¬ 
ty would make up the difference. 

“The fiscal court has indeed 
made up the difference as told 
they would in the beginning and 
I challenge them to consider 
making up any differences in the 
future as well as pursuing other 
funding mechanisms,” Jonesville 
Chief Chase Duvall said. 

“The fiscal court needs to con¬ 
tinue to keep an open mind and 
on some levels and consider the 
experts’ opinions and ideas of 
those that do the job,” he said. 
“Our current funding mechanism 
is a start but it has no future to 
make improvements where major 
improvements need to start.” 

Input needed 

The magistrates met individu¬ 
ally with the fire chiefs earlier 
this year to discuss how much 
revenue the fire dues generated 
and to listen to any changes the 
department would like. 

Whalen said he felt the fiscal 


court was open to his recom¬ 
mendations that his department 
needed more funding if he was to 
improve the current ISO (Insur¬ 
ance Service Office) rating. 

“My plan included the con¬ 
struction of two additional sub¬ 
stations with one located in the 
Hilltop area to serve the southern 
portion of our coverage area and 
the Ark Encounter and another 
to be located in the Stewartsville 
area to incorporate that area with¬ 
in our five road mile ISO require¬ 
ment, which would benefit those 
land owners in the southeastern 
and southwestern portions of our 
coverage area. We would also be 
equipping another apparatus to 
be placed in the Stewartsville sta¬ 
tion. All these projects would re¬ 
quire more than we are currently 
bringing in.” 

DRFD Chief Jump said that 
he came away from the meeting 
with the impression that the mag¬ 
istrates were concerned, but not 
fully committed. 

However, he said he is opti¬ 
mistic about the future of fire and 
EMS in the county, but it will 
require a commitment from the 
county. 

Fee increase? 

While discussing the current 
$25 amount of the fire dues, the 
chiefs believe it needs to be in¬ 
creased to generate enough fund¬ 
ing to sustain the departments 
and help them grow. 

The chiefs also would like to 
see an opt-out clause in the fire 
dues ordinance be removed. 

“The amount is too small,” 
Duvall said. “We have a higher 
priority for trash collection in this 
county then we do emergency 
services. The amount should be 
around $50 and mandatory. Trash 
collection is mandatory, why isn’t 
fire protection?” 

Jump agrees that an increase 
is needed. 

“The $25 fire dues is not 
enough to fund Jonesville, Crit¬ 
tenden and Corinth so I think if 
we are going to operate under the 
fire dues system the dues should 
be raised to $50,” he said. “This 
way the departments will then 
be able to operate without going 
over budget and replace equip¬ 
ment that needs to be changed 


out.” 

Whalen said that the current 
fee schedule does not meet his 
department’s needed funding lev¬ 
els to improve the department’s 
manpower issues, building ad¬ 
ditional stations or apparatus and 
equipment replacements. 

He proposes raising the fee to 
between $50 and $75 annually 
and removing the opt-out clause. 

Since the Crittenden Fire De¬ 
partment’s district fire dues were 
previously set at $50, Burton said 
he would like to see an increase 
that would allow for positive 
growth. 

“The opt-out clause is another 
troubling aspect of the ordinance 
as we have had several permanent 
opt outs who will never be taxed 
for their parcel and more than a 
few persons doing the select opt 
out, which is time consuming and 
costs the department to process 
individual refunds.” 

Opt in or out? 

Burton said that at least 17 
people have opted out perma¬ 
nently from the fire dues with an¬ 
other 15 people who came in for 
individual refunds, numbers he 
expects to increase as time goes 
on. 

Whalen said that around 17 
property owners, some with mul¬ 
tiple properties, opted out of the 


fire dues in 2012. 

He said he was not surprised 
by the opt outs given the current 
economic climate. 

“We all are struggling and it 
is hard to make ends meet and 
this additional user fee just added 
to the tax burden of individual 
property owners,” he said. “I find 
it discouraging that certain other 
priorities come before public 
safety in relation to spending by 
the fiscal court. When parks and 
recreation, the animal shelter and 
other non-vital services receive 
more funding than emergency 
services within the county and 
we are asking the public to pay a 
user fee for fire protection on top 
of our regular county taxes, then 
maybe our priorities are in the 
wrong place.” 

The DRFD had about 25 peo¬ 
ple ask for a refund of their fire 
dues, said Jump. 

“I think that some people 
can’t see it as investing in the fu¬ 
ture of the community,” he said. 
“Without investing in the future 
of the community, we will not be 
prepared for growth of our area, 
which growth is coming no mat¬ 
ter what.” 

Duvall said he was proud of 
the response he receive from his 
district in Jonesville. 

He recalled only one person, 


who had five properties, that opt¬ 
ed out of paying fire dues. 

Taxing district defeat 

As the fire dues ordinance 
passed last year, the Grant Coun¬ 
ty Fire Chiefs Association also 
proposed an emergency services 
taxing district to help bring a rev¬ 
enue boost to fire and ambulance 
services in the county. 

Ultimately, the taxing district 
did not become reality. 

“The defeat of the taxing dis¬ 
trict really hurt the progressive 
intent of the departments and 
again put us in a defensive mode 
trying to maintain the level of ser¬ 
vice we are offering now instead 
of expanding services to meet the 
growing populations demands,” 
Burton said. “We can only do a 
defensive mode for so long until 
an untoward event knocks our 
legs out from under us and causes 
a failure which can become very 
expensive in several ways. Pro¬ 
gressive financing allows pro¬ 
gressive service which becomes 
part of the foundation of any 
municipality infrastructure for 
growth and service.” 

While it may have had some 
weaknesses, Duvall said the tax¬ 
ing district was a great plan that 
the fire departments came to¬ 
gether on. 

“It was a start,” he said. “A 
start to a funding mechanism 
that should have been put into 
place in Grant County a good 
while ago. It had an equal fit for 
every department.” 

Duvall said he was ashamed 
at the treatment the emergency 
services personnel received at 
the public forums and saddened 
by the lack of value for life and 
property that people have. 

“I think the public wants our 
services but doesn’t want to pay 
for them,” he said. “Emergency 
services can cut back, all the 
public has to do is quit calling 
for them. Don’t get sick, don’t 
let your home catch on fire and 
don’t get into a vehicle acci¬ 
dent.” 

( Editor’s Note: Corinth Fire 
Chief Lonnie Kuhn declined to 
comment for this story saying he 
had been advised by the Corinth 
Rural Fire Board not to make 
public comments at this time.)
